Under Tire from All Sides 


LONDON, May 7.—In an eventful 


.flight from Jassy, the Rumanian capi- 
tal, the American Red Cross mission to 
Rumania, which now 
has arrived in 


London, escaped from Odessa' 30 hours 
before the Germans entered it, only to 
be fired upon by a German battery in 
the Ukraine, 200 miles north at Odessa. 
The German shells did-no damage to the 
Red Cross train, falling about a half 
mile from it during a five-minute bom- 
bardment. 


Atost of Uie passengers on the train 


were officers and privates of the French 
military mission to Rumania. The mem- 
bers of the Bed Cross mission left on 
the third of six trains which carried the 
allied missions from Jassy. 
The first 


train left at noon on March D and the 
other trains followed at 
intervals of 


two or three hours. 
Food for a Month 


Bach train was provided witli food 


for a month. The/e was no dining car 
and the food was /ooked in two military 
food kitchens abandoned by Russian 
troops and carried on a freight car on 
the end of 
the train. Three 
other 


freight cars loaded with rails, ties and 
railway iron also were carried, so that 
the roadbed could be repaired quickly 
in case of'accident or if the Germans 
had torn up the line. 


American doctors and officers had a 


third class sleeping car. 
while the 


nurses had a second class sleeper. Both 
cars were of ancient Russian vintage 
and without water supply or heating 
facilities. 


Privates were compelled to get alon^: 


with ordinary freight cars ot nonde- 
script types. 


The engine dated back to 1S76 and 


only burned wood, which was picked up 
along the way. 
The engineer was an 


elderly Russian of Bolshevik opinion 
and had to be fed with rubles and cog- 
nac almost as frequently as the engine 
required wood. He carried his family 
along with him in a box car next to the 
engine and whenever meals or .oth?r 
domestic affairs required his attention, 
he stopped the train and went "home" 
to his box car. 
Engineer on Strike 


Just outside Odessa he became dis- 
r b 
a d 


ical time, for reports were current that 
the Germans were likely to reach the 
railway at any moment. After some 
delay the French succeeded in finding 
^another engineer and engine, and the 
^"train proceeded. 
* 


As a matter of fact German battalions 


entered Odessa only 36 hours after the 
Americans passed through the city, and 
it \K probablo that some of their 
ad- 


vance parties also wero in the suburbs 
at the time the engineer went on strike. 


The striker apparently 
suffered 
a 


change of heart soon after he left the 
train, for the next flay, when the train 
was a hundred miles or so beyond 
Odessa, he, with his engine and "home" 
caught up with the train. 
He begged 


the French officers to take him back on 
their own term's. The French declined, 
and the last seen of him, he was taking 
his engine and box car backward on the 
return trip to south Russia. 
For the first hundred miles or so 


out of Odessa the trains traveled over 
a new railway which had been com- 
pleted only a short time before by 
Russian military engineers.

rather a circuitous route, but it was 
believed the Germans were ignorant 
of its existence and that it was safer 
than the old lines. 


On the second day, when the train 


bearing the Americans was about 200 
miles north of Odessa, one of the doc- 
tors saw a Hush of fire away off on 
the horizon.

and

geyser of earth and rocks as a shell 
burst in a tield about half

mile 


from the train. 
Many other shells 


followed.

Military men

\vhich tho German staff must inevita- 
bly deliver, if it intends to try to exe- 
cute the promises made to the German 
nation when the offensive was started, 
must come .soon. 


The great activity of the enemy along 


the Vpres sector is possibly a prelude 
to 
I he opening nf ;i new German rush 


there, or is intended to distract atten- 
tion from a formidable attack else- 
where. 


There is, indeed, a widespread view 


that the next move must come from 
the German armies concentrated under 
(Jen. von Bueknv fronting Arras. Some 
of its divisions were borrowed by other 
German armies for attacks to the 
north and the south, hut these 
have 


since been replaced by others and the 
force gathered there is very powerful. 


Krom Arras, in the unlikely event ot 


a German SIK-CI-SS, it could turn either 
toward the coast or toward Amiens, 
but. it appears, most likely -that the 
more northerly operation would 'be 
chosen in an attempt to separate, the 
main French and British forces. 
The 


continued bombardment of Amiens is 
possibly merely a blind to cover the 
preparation of this scheme. 


Since Ihe breakdown, however, of 


the (irst German rush by the heroic 
stand of, the l''rc>rioh and British troops, 
Ihe allies have had time to strengthen 
I heir positions In order to moot nny 
fresh onslaughts. The unity of com- 
mand which fused all the nllles armies 
Into one and the terrific losses suffered 


by the enemy without the achievement 
of any success which counts seem to 
have caused the Germans to hesitate, 
but it is impossible for them to con- 
tent themselves with the present posi- 
tions, which are of the most unfavor- 
able character for defensive tactics. 


Another factor in compelling them 


to seek a rapid decision is the trans- 
parent fear 
ot 
the 
ever-increasing 


strength of the American forces, dis- 
played in the present deluge of Ger- 
man propaganda decrying the Ameri- 
can effort. These forces, they foresee, 
may become a powerful instrument in 
bringing about their defeat before long, 
and they are certain to seek success 
before the trans-Atlantic 
army 
be- 


comes formidable. 
The Germans are fully aware that 


it is America's intention- to throw her 
whole energy into the common cause 
of winning -the war, and despite their 
attempts to belittle American help to 
the allies they are wide awake to the

clusion. 


The leading essentials in a great war 


are men, money, 
ammunition, and 


moral support. All these we have in 
abundance and as soon as is practical 
all will be applied at the place best 
calculated to stop the progress of the 
Hun and to help Hindenberg in kill- 
Ing that million men, a brutal eventu- 
ality which he has vainly conjectured 
would win the war. 


F. H. Goff, Cleveland banker, who 


has been nominated by President Wil- 
son for the capital issues commission, 
says this: 


"Our big job is to conserve the mon- 


ey of the country for the war-making 
power of the country. Our 
guiding 


rule will be to discourage any venture 
that is not essential to protection of 
public health or to prosecution of the 
war."

us gets Mr. GofFs conception 


of war necessity soaked into him and 
her, plenty and thorough, ^-e'll be in 
this war as we should be. 


Money, nothing else, makes the sol- 


diers, ships, guns, munitions, and food 
go across. The estimate for America's 
e\penditure on her armies alone, in 
1919, is 15 billions of dollars, not a 
dollar of which can we borrow from 
othei peoples. We have already been 
called upon to subscribe for eight bil- 
lions, the bulk of which has 
already 


been spent, or will be, this year. The 
present odds most decidedly favor a 
long-drawn-out war. 
Anyhow, we'll 


be downright foolish not to work with 
this in view. 


Let every man and woman consider 


the effort that has been necessary to 
raise the eight billions and then con- 
sider that we've got to come forward 
with more billions, perhaps twice as 
much next year! 


.The guiding rule of every individual, 


as well as of Mr. Goff's commission, 
has got to be discouragement of every 
non-essential, to say nothing of the 
ever-growing necessity for our saving 
and producing more of the essentials. 


Begin following this guiding rule, 


now and thus sustain the men who 
bear the heavy responsibility of con- 
ducting the war to a final success. 


DROP NEEDLESS PROPAGANDA 
Propaganda work in ' promotion of 


the war is very important but it must 
be wisely directed and not overdone. 


It was by propaganda 
work 
that 


Germany . overthrew 
Bussia, almost 


overthrew Italy, weakened 
America, 


stirred Mexico, incited Ireland, tried 
.to stir up revolt in India, and to ad- 
vance the cause of German domination 
in every other country of the world. 
Propaganda work is necessary to over- 
come the efforts of Germany in dis- 
seminating lies and thus misleading 
the people of every civilized land. 


It will -require varied and active 


work to combat the lies which Ger- 
many circulates wherever possible. It 
is most amazing to find how complete 
and perfect is her propaganda system 
all over the world. 


The government must conduct this 


propaganda to be effective; but we no- 
tice a tendency on the part of a great 
many civilian or semi-military bodies 
to engage in this wrork to an extent 
that is clogging the mails. 


Notice the heavy loads the letter 


carriers have to take out on their 
routes every morning. In former years 
their heaviest loads were around the 
Christmas time; but the greatest glut 
of past years was not a circumstance 
to what is carried in the mail nowa- 
days. The parcel post, of course, has 
increased the number of packages, but 
the main increase comes from the 
propaganda output, not from the gov- 
ernment so much as from the scores 
of other bodies engaged in war activi- 
ties of one kind or another and all 
using the mails to connect with news- 
papers, public bodies and even individ- 
uals. It would he well in our opinion 
if some of the 
independent bodies 


would curtail their 
output as non- 


essential. Not more than one-fourth 
of what reaches newspaper offices is of 
any earthly use and we are apprised 
by a gentleman who knows that a 
very large part of the war work publi- 
cations addressed to individuals, reach- 
es the waste basket without being 
read. 


As in transportation by rail or water 


non-essential freight is being omitted, 
so In this propaganda work, all that 
is useless, cumbrous and unreadable 
should be eliminated, so that, there will 
be more opportunity to handle what 
remains, in a proper rminner. 


DRIVE OUT BOOTLEGGERS 


The bootleggers who In spite of all 


protestH persist in attempting to sell 
liquor to soldiers must be driven out. 
Six of them were caught hore Satur- 
day and Sunday and turned over to 
the fodcrnl authorities for trial and 
punishment.

degraded aa to set nt dullanco the 


solemn appeal of 
Mayor 
Thompso, 


and even the warning of the polio 
and the military 'authorities, all fo 
the sake of making a few cents by thi 
cowardly and unpatriotic means.

spurn the offer of drink so long as i 
is forbidden by their superior officers 
but until the few who arc susceptible 
acquire the will power necessary to 
proper self-control, the police 
mils 


pursue the bootleggers with a ven- 
geance. 


It is pleasing to note that none of 


the saloon keepers are connected will- 
this business in any way. 
The 
few 


individuals who may attempt it in the 
future will soon be lodged in prison 
where they belong. Mayor Thompson 
deserves credit for the vigilance shown 
by the police in even,' part of the city 
in locating the bootleggers and turn- 
ing them over to the federal authori- 
ties, by whom we hope they will be 
severely punished. 


LEAGUE OF DEMOCRACIES 


David Lubin, delegate of the United 


States to the International Institute of 
Agriculture at Rome, has issued an 
article pleading for a confederation of 
democracies as against 
autocracies, 


the chief aim being to secure perma- 
nent peace under a constitution. Such 
a scheme might be expedient 
if 
a 


league of nations failed to establish 
universal peace. The confederation of 
democracies might be opposed by an 
organization of the autocracies and 
thus the conflict might be maintained 
indefinitely. The scheme contemplates 
the continued existence of autocracies 
while one of the aims of this war is 
to wipe them off the face of the eanh. 


THE LUSITANIA 


The sinking of the Lusitania just 


three years ago, gave the world the 
first glimpse into the real designs of 
Germany for world domination. That 
was the first great outrage of her ruth- 
less warfare on the sea which has 


islnce been developed as the most bar- 
! barous form of piracy ever attempted 
anywhere. 


The Lusitania was a British ship, 


but many of the Americans who were 
passengers lost their lives. Even that

American people to a state of mind in 
which they would approve a declara- 
tion of War.

is dead. Gavrio Prinzip killed the heir 
to the Austrian 
throne. 
Archduke 


Franz Ferdinand and wife, and the 
event was seized by Germany as a 
cause of war, that in reality did not 
concern her.

war and this event gave her the op- 
portunity she wanted. She would like 
to get out of it now if she got away 
vilh the spoils, but she can't.

Czernin arrived 
In 
Jassy 
about Feb. 25 and went straight to 
' tho kins. His message was stern, un- 
bending, ruthless. 
He told the king 
bluntly that Rumania must conclude 
peace on Germany's terms and do it 
immediately. 
There 
must 
be no 


further delays 
and 
unless Rumania 
consented to this program the Central 
powers proposed issuing a ukase de- 
posing the Rumanian royal house and 
dividing the entire country 
between 


Austria and Bulgaria. 


The Rumanian king saw no way out 
and a week later the formal peace ne- 
gotiations were begun. The court and 
cabinet was in a state of dejection 
from the date of Count Caeruin's sen- 
sational secret mission.

BEAT OFF U-BOAT 


German Paper Admits British 


Fleet Scored Great Success 
at Zeebrugge 


Urges Measure to Deal "With 


an Antagonist of Remark- 
able Boldness" 


LONDON, May 7.—The recent British 
attack on the German submarine base 
at Zeebrugge was successful, according 
to the Frankfurter Zeitung. 


"It would be foolish to deny." it says, 
"that the British fleet scored a great 
success through a fantastically 
auda- 


cious stroke in penetrating into one of 
the most important strongholds ovei 
which the German flag floats. 


"However unpleasant it may be, we 


must frankly admit that the enemy 
ships actually entered the port of Zee- 
brugge. That being so, there is no rea- 
son why they should not achieve a simi- 
lar feat at other times. It therefore be- 
hooves our navy command to be alert 
tor we have to deal with an antagonist 
of remarkable boldness."

EXPECTED AI 
ON

FRENCH FRONT 
IN 


FRANCE, May 7.—(By the Associated 
Press)—Tile opinion is virtually unan- 
imous that the 
further 
great 
blow 


which the German stuff must inevita- 
bly deliver, if it intends to try .to exe- 
cute the promises made to the .German 
nation when the offensive was started, 
must come soon. 


The great activity of the enemy along 


the Ypres sector is possibly a prelude 
to the opening of a new German rush 
there, or is intended to distract atten- 
tion from a formidable attack else- 
where. 


There is. indeed, n widespread view 


that the next move must come from 
the German jinnies concentrated under 
Gen. von Buelow fronting Arras. Some 
of its divisions were borrowed by other 
German armies for attacks to the 
north and the .south, hut these 
have 


since been replaced by olhers and the 
force gathered Ihere is very powerful. 


From Arras, in the unlikely event ot 


a German success, it could turn either 
toward the coa.sl or toward Amiens, 
hut it appears mosi likely thnt the 
more northerly operation would be 
chosen in an attempt to separate the 
main Kronen and Rrillsh forces. 
The 


continued bombardment of Amiens is 
possibly merely a blind lo cover the 
preparation of this scheme. 


Since 
I he breakdown, however, of 


the llrst German rush by the heroic 
struid of the French and British troops, 
the allies have had time lo strengthen 
their positions in order to meet nny 
fresh onslaughts. The unity of com- 
mand which fused all the allies armies 
into one and the terrific losses suffered 


by the enemy without the achievement 
of any success which counts seem to 
have caused the Germans to hesitate, 
but it is impossible for them to con- 
tent themselves with the present posi- 
tions, which are of the most unfavor- 
able character for defensive tactics. 


Another factor in cotnpelling- them 


to seek a rapid decision is the trans- 
parent fear 
of the 
ever-increasing 


strength of the American forces, dis- 
played in the present deluge of Ger- 
man propaganda decrying the Ameri- 
can effort. These forces, they foresee, 
may become a powerful instrument in 
bringing about their defeat before long, 
and they are certain to seek success 
before the trans-Atlantic 
army 
be- 


comes formidable. 
The Germans are fully aware that 


it is America's intention to throw her 
whole energy into the common cause 
of winning' the war. .and despite their 
at tempts'to belittle American help to 
the allies they are' wide awake to the 
dangers to themselves.

The practice of sprouting1 potatoes-for 


planting1 is strongly recommended 
by 


many gardeners. When the sets are 
sprouted the crop is increased and fail- 
ures in the rows are reduced to a. mini- 
mum. 
Of course this is practical only 


in small gardens, backyards and vacant 
lots. 


The depth to plant on heavy soils is 


three' to four inches deep. On light soils 
plant an inch or two deeper. 


In planting- sprouted potatoes be care- 


ful not to injure the sprouts ' "in

dling1.

1919, is 15 billions of dollars, not a 
dollar of which can we borrow from 
other peoples. 
We have already been 


called upon to subscribe for eight bil- 
lions, the bulk of which has

t>een spent, or will be, this year. The 
present odds most decidedly favor a 
long-drawn-out war. 
Anyhow, we'll 


be downright foolish not to work with 
:this in view. 


Let every man and woman consider 


the effort that has been necessary to 
raise the eight billions and then con- 
sider that we've got to come forward 
with more billions, perhaps twice as 
much next year! 


The guiding rule of every individual, 


as well as of Mr. Goff's commission, 
has got to be discouragement of every 
non-essential, to say nothing of the 
ever-growing necessity for our saving 
and producing more of the essentials. 


Begin following this guiding rule, 


now and thus sustain the men who 
bear the heavy responsibility of con- 
ducting the war to a iinal .success.

the war is very important but it must 
be wisely directed and not overdone. 


It was by propaganda 
work 
that 


Germany 
overthrew 
Russia, almost 


overthrew Italy, weakened 
America, 


stirred Mexico, incited Ireland, tried 
to stir up revolt in India, and to ad- 
vance the cause of German domination 
in every other country of the world. 
Propaganda work is necessary to over- 
come the efforts of Germany in dis- 
seminating lies and thus misleading 
the people of every civilized land. 


It will require 
varied 
and active 


work to combat the lies which Ger- 
many circulates wherever possible. 
It 


is most amazing to find how complete 
and perfect is her propaganda system 
all over the world. 


The government must conduct this 


propaganda to be effective; but we no- 
tice a tendency on the part of a great 
many civilian or semi-military bodies 
to engage in this work to an extent 
that is clogging- the mails. 


Notice the heavy loads the letter 


carriers ha.ve to lake out on their 
routes every morning. In former years 
their Heaviest loads were around the 
Christmas time; but the greatest glut 
of past years was not a circumstance 
to what is carried in the mail nowa- 
days. The parcel post, of course, has 
increased the number of packages, but 
the main increase comes from 
the 


propaganda output, not from the gov- 
ernment so much as from the scores 
of other bodies engaged in war activi- 
ties of one kind or another and all 
using the mails to connect with news- 
papers, public bodies and even individ- 
uals. It would be well in our opinion 
if some of the 
independent bodies 


would curtail their 
output as 
non- 


essential. Not more than one-fourth 
of what reaches newspaper offices is of 
any earthly use and we arc apprised 
by a gentleman who knows that a 
^ery large part of the war work publi- 
cations addressed to individuals, reach- 
es the waste basket without being 


As in transportation by rail or water 


non-essential freight is being omitted. 
so in this propaganda work, all that 
is useless, cumbrous and unreadable 
should be eliminated, so that there will 
be more opportunity to handle what 
romaJns, In a proper manner.

Even that 
act of slaughter did not bring the 
American people to a. state of mind in 
which they would approve a declara- 
tion of war.

Gavrlo/ Prinrlp killed the heir 
to the Austrian 
throne. 
Archduke 


Franz Ferdinand and wife, and the 
event was seized by Germany as a 
cause of war, that in reality did not 
concern her.

termined to bring to a speedy con- 
clusion the negotiations with Rumania 
and 
had 
decided that a threat de- 


livered in person by the head of the 
Austro-Hunsarian foreign office would 
be more effective than reams of doc- 
uments. 


Count 
Czernin 
arrived 
in 
Jassy 


about Feb. 25 and went straight to 
ihe king. His message was stern, un- 
bending, ruthless, 
lie told the king 


bluntly that Rumania must conclude 
peace on Germany's terms and do it 
immediately. 
There 
must 
be no 


further delays 
and 
unless Rumania 


consented to this program the Central 
powers proposed issuing a ukase de- 
posing the Rumanian royal bouse and 
dividing the entire country 
between 


Austria and Bulgaria. 


The Rumanian king saw no way out 
and a week later the formal peace- ne- 
gotiations were begun. The court and 
cabinet was in a state of dejection 
from the date of Count Czernin's sen- 
sational secret mission. 


Queen Marie fought bitterly against 


any of all peace talk from the begin- 
ning and she had the support of the 
crown prince and a considerable body 


of the Rumanian public.

and cabinet, 
however, saw no pos 


slblllty. of escape. Three days before 
the negotiations 
were 
opened there 


was a crown council at which the sub 
ject of peace was fully discussed. 


King Ferdinand spoke of the inevit 


ability of peace and the hopeiesanesi 
of Rumania's position. 
.Most of the 


cabinet ministers 
agreed with him 
some reluctantly, 
others almost to> 


enthusiastically. 
The crown 
prince 


listened to them impatiently. 
Finally 


he arose and. addressing 
the 
king 


said: 
"I realize, sire, that you speak lor 
the government, the army and a con 
eiderable body of our citizens, but '. 
speak for the queen and every loya 
woman in Rumania when 1 say that to 
accept such a peace would be humili- 
ating and dishonorable and would cas 
a shadow on the hitherto 
unsulliec 
page of Rumania's history." 


The populace of Jassy showed grea 


animosity against the Rumanian gen- 
eral, Averescu, who became premier of 
Rumania, a short time before Coun 
Czernin 'made his visit to Jassy and 
who was generally responsible for 
the course taken by. the peace negotia- 
tions. 
The people of Jassy could not for- 
get that Gen. Averescu was a former

Mitchell, 25, a Zulu, at a hearing be- 
fore the board of special inquiry at

Wharf yesterday afternoon. For six 
months the man was confined in a 
German East 
African 
prison 
camp 


where he was half -starved, branded 
and otherwise maltreated. 


On his left forearm is tattooed a 


fac-simile of a German Iron 
cross, 


about two inches square, 
with 
the 


numeral "3, 
the prisoner's number, 


alongside. 
The 
man 
suffered 
ex- 


cruciating 
pain 
while 
his 
captors 


branded 
him 
with red hot electric 


needles. 


Mitchell was a coal passer en a for- 


mer 
German 
steamer seized by the 


British and sunk off the Cape of Good 
Hope by a German raider. 


Three of the fireroom force v/ere 


killed by the explosion of a shell. The 
crew were taken from the boats on 
board the raider and landed at a Ger- 
man .East African port. 


The survivors were marched to the 


prison camp, where every one 
ivas 


branded. German officers and soldiers 
laughed at the sufferings of the sea- 
men. 


For nearly six months they were so 


closely guarded that there 
was 
no 


chance to escape. A feu- prisoners who 
attempted to cross the dead-line Were 
shot down by the guards. The white 
prisoners, according to Mitchell, were 
flogged and terribly abused. 


Gen. 
Smuts, 
in 
command of the 


British forces, attacked the town, and 
after six days of fighting' the Germans 
were forced to capitulate. 
When 
a 


shell 
from 
British guns tore away 


part of the prison stockade, the pris- 
oners hid in thfl bush until the fol- 


low morning, when they sought the 
protection of the British flag. 


They were treated by British doc- 


tors and cared for until they were 
able to leave. 


Mitchell shipped on a British steam- 


er bound to Boston with a cargo of 
wool, and on reaching here deserted 
and 
secured 
employment as a dock 


laborer with two other Zulus. 


In the recent roundup 
by 
federal 


officers of aliens Mitchell was arrest- 
ed. He admitted he had paid no head 
tax and was, therefore, in the country 
illegally. He was turned over to the 
immigration authorities for deporta- 
tion- 


Mitchell may not be deported, how- 


ever, as he is a British subject and 
has convinced the immigration officials 
that he is not liable to become a pub- 
lic charge. 
The man, with his two

Germans Hurl Over 15,000 


Gas Shells On Yankees 
WITH THE

ON THE FRENCH FRONT, May 7. (By 
The Associated Press.)—The Germans 
launched a. heavy gas attack against 
the American troops on the Picardy 
front during: Sunday night. 


Early in the evening they sent over 


IS,000 shells, composed chiefly of mus- 
tard gas, \vithin a brief period. These 
shells were followed by an intense ar- 
tillery tire and 
at midnight several 


hundred gas shells were dropped into 
the American lines. 


Enemy airplanes appeared over the 


American lines about the same time.
